OTTAWA, Mar. Ist. — A great 
deal of speculation and rumor has 
circulated about the projected legisla- 
tion embodying the Government’s 
policy for the prairie farmers. It has 
often Been said that outside the con- 
fessional there is no such thing as 
absolute secrecy in human affairs, 
and while there is nothing definite 
about the Government’s grain policy 
beyond what had already been given 
out in the Commons by the Minister 
of Agriculture, astute questioning by 
pressmen after party caucuses and 
along corridors has brought replies 
which in the opinion of many give an 
idea of the general drift of this policy. 
There have been denials of certain 
reports, but the ancient adage of the 
smoke and the fire applies. 

There is no question that the Gov- 
ernment realises that whatever the 
inequalities of the 80 cent guarantee, 
the abandonment of this guarantee 
will leave a void which will have to be 
filled by something vital. Mr. Gar- 
diner in his recent speech in the House 
made it clear that the Government in- 
tends to bring in comprehensive legis- 
lation, one measure providing for an 
acreage bonus in emergency conditions; 
another embodying the principle of 
encouragement for co-operative mar- 
keting and “home building’ on the 
prairies. 

‘Divergent Rumors 


Rumors have been so divergent that 
anything authoritative is out of the 
question until‘the bills are actually 
introduced. A rumor that has been 
circulating with impressive persistency 
is that the acreage bonus will apply on 
a sliding scale, the maximum bonus 
being two dollars an acre, the maximum 
total to any farmer being two hundred 
dollars, the farms with small per 
bushel yields riipeyiey 6.) larger bonus 
than those with a higher yield. It is 
also predicted that an “‘initial pay- 
ment’’ on pooled wheat will have the 
Government’s backing. It is suggested 
that with prices at present levels the 
initial payment would be about: 60 
cents a bushel. This initial payment

OTTAWA, Mar. Ist. — The full 
“Bracken”? wheat marketing com- 
mittee were in conference with prac- 
tically the whole Dominion Cabinet 
for two hours today. 

Prime Minister King was very much 
impressed by the brief our committee 
presented, and Western cabinet mem- 
bers in particular showed-the deepest 
interest in the case for the preserva- 
tion of the Wheat Board and a guar- 
anteed minimum of not less than 80 
cents per bushel, basis No. 1 Northern, 
Fort William, and by the evidence of 
Western Canadian unity upon this 
subject. 


Has Had Profound Effect 


The work of the United Farmers of 
Alberta in organizing a broadcasting 
program in which leaders in the various 
political parties participated has had 
a profound effect. A meeting between 
the committee and all Western mem- 
bers of Parliament will be held shortly. 

All phases of Western economic 
life have been taken into considera- 
tion in the brief. Co-operative Com- . 
monwealth and Social Credit members 
of the House are strongly in favor 
of our proposals, and do not. hesitate 
to express themselves emphaticially. 
Western members generally are be- 
lieved to favor the proposals.

—Wheat Price Protection Urged 


Guaranteed Price as Necessary Now as When Turgeon 
Report Justified Continuance Last .May—Cost But 
Small Fraction of Burden Borne by Farmers Under 
Tariff and Currency Policies. 


_ The Board of Directors of United Grain Growers 
Limited met in Winnipeg on February 23rd in special session, 
to consider the announcement of Government policy relating 
to wheat, made by the Minister of Agriculture on February 
16th, and at the close of the meeting approved the following 


statement: 
The Board of Directors of United 
Grain owers Limited desires to 


make the strongest possible protest 
against any steps which will remove 
in the crop year 1939-40 the protection 
of a guaranteed minimum price for 
wheat which has been accorded the 
wheat pd industry under the 
Wheat Board Act of 1935. 

To remove that protection at a time 
when disastrously low world market 
prices prevail is to threaten a crisis in 
the welfare of farmers of Western 
Canada. It is also to endanger the 
whole welfare of the Prairie Provinces, 
with possible serious consequences 
to the economic fabric of the Dominion, 
and to lead to a lack of business con- 
fidence in the West. 

Wheat Committee’s Stand Endorsed 

The Board endorses the stand which 
has been taken by the Western Com- 
mittee on markets and agricultural 
readjustment set up following the 


conference on markets for western 


farm products held in Winnipeg in 
December, 1938. It pledges itself to 
continued support of the efforts of 
that committee, widely representative 
and including representation of this 
Company and of six other farmers’ 
organizations of Western Canada. 
Like that Committee this Com- 
pany recognizes the need for a 
permanent policy, but takes the 
position that a permanent policy 
is in the nature of things unsuited 
to take care of a price emergency 
such as now exists. 


Since 1931 the Government of 
Canada has assumed a wide responsi- 
bility in connection with the price of 
wheat, before 1935 through stabiliza- 
tion operations. and since that time 
through the Canadian Wheat Board. 
The Government of Canada should 
not, under the special conditions which 
result in the current disastrously low 
price for wheat in international trade, 
attempt at this moment to relieve 
itself of that responsibility, and to 
leave Canadian wheat growers ex- 
posed without protection, as no-com- 
peting wheat farmers in the world are 
exposed to such prices. 


Stand at Grain Inquiry Reiterated 


This Board reiterates the reasons 
it presented to the recent Royal Grain 
Inquiry Commission as justifying a 
guaranteed minimun{ price basis for 
wheat as follows: 

‘*(a) The tremendous import- 
ance to the national economy of 
Canada’s export wheat trade. 

‘*(b) The national responsi- 
bility for that enterprise under- 
taken during the long period of 
years through the deliberate en- 
couragement of immigration, the 
opening up of the West by railway 
construction and by other means. 

‘*(c) The admitted extent to 
which farmers’ costs of production 
have been enhanced by tariffs. 

_ ‘**(d) The limitation of exports 
which has resulted from a policy 


of limiting imports into this coun- 


try. 

‘*(e) The fact that world wheat 
prices at which our crop must be 
sold are subject to conditions out- 
side of control in Canada. 

“‘(f) The wide range of natural 
conditions against which farmers 
in Western Canada have to con- 
tend, with sometimes a low cost of 
production in favorable seasons, 
and in unfavorable seasons an ex- 
tremely high cost.’’ 


Commission Report Quoted 


In support of that stand attention 
is called to the following in the report 
of the Commission, on page 189: 

“The question may well be asked, 
‘why should the Government give 
any special assistance to wheat mar- 
keting?’ It has abundantly been shown 
in this report that in the past no com- 
modity has contributed more than 
wheat to the wealth and the export 
trade of the country. The settlement 
of Canada’s prairie regions was from 
1870 onwards a fixed principle of 
Canadian policy. It will be found in 
an Order-in-Council of’ Sir John A. 
Macdonald’s Government of - May 
30th, 1884, and was formally adopted 
and reiterated by Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
on February 2Ist, 1905. Through all 
the years and down to recent times 
great efforts were made to induce the 
flow of population to those territories. 
In the last years of the World War, 
when the world was said to be facing 
the prospect of famine, propaganda 
was conducted under government au- 
spices urging our farmers into the 
greatest possible production of wheat. 
These lands were again selected for 
soldiers’ settlement after the war. 

“And within the area comprised 
in this policy of settlement and pro- 
duction, we have that great district 
which has become known as _ the 
drought area, large portions of which 
are fitted to produce. many million 
bushels of the best wheat in the world, 
and nothing else in large quantities. 
The area I now refer to produces in 
normal years about 100 million bushels 
(and has in some years produced a 
much greater quantity) of this dis- 
tinctive high protein wheat which has 
given Canadian wheat its splendid 
reputation. Its only alternative uses 
are a reversion to grazing and the pro- 
duction of some rye and oats. ut 
as long as the export trade in wheat 
continues, and especially if world 
trade comes into a period of greater 
expansion, Canada will have, with 
suitable weather, a most valuable 
asset in the produce of this area.”’ 


Increased Costs Due to Tariff 


The Royal Commission also re= 
ported as follows (page 25): 
“The tariff and related imposts 


cause increased production and livin 
expenses on the Western farms an 
when added to taxes on land values, 
mortgage charges, etc., do not correlate 
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well with a farm income noted for its 
variation with the weather and foreign 
demand. These taxes in turn cannot 
be shifted by the farmer to any great 
extent since the factors determining 


grain prices are of world wide scope. 
And (page 26): 
“The purchasing power of the 


farmer is a decided influence in pro- 
viding manufacturing, transportation 
and distribution interests with em+ 
ployment and- revenues.” 

And (page 27): ; 

“These statistics reveal the im- 
portance of agricultural exports (and 
wheat, in particular) in balancing the 
international exchange of Canada, 
which is a net debtor country. Pay- 
ment for imports and for interest and 
retirement of our national debt held 
in other countries is largely dependent 
upon Canada’s continuation as an 
export country.” — 


Need for Compensation Recognized 
And (page 27): 
Undoubtedly, the Western 

works under a disadvantage in Canada’s 

fiscal policy. This was repeatedly 
emphasized in evidence before this 

Commission. The compensation sug- 

included 

measures directed toward reduction 

of production costs, continued im- 

provements in marketing and handling 

methods from the standpoint of effici- 
ency and economy, and any possible 
steps that can be taken to better over- 
seas demand.” 
And further, on the same page: 
“The continuation of our export 


roducer 


trade is essential and because of the 


important place of wheat in such 
trade, it deserves special consideration.” 

While the Royal Commission re- 
commended that the Government 
should remain out of the wheat trade, 
that recommendation applied only 
if normal conditions prevail, as the 
following sentence shows (page 189): 

“T am therefore of the opinion that 
under what may be called normal 
conditions—open markets in the United 
Kingdom, a fair relationship between 
world supply and import demand, 
and no danger clouds on the immediate 
horizon—the Government should re- 
main out of the grain trade, and our 
wheat should be marketed by means 
of the futures market system (under 
proper supervision), and encourage- 
ment given to the creation of co- 
operative marketing associations, or 
Pools.” 

As present conditions are not normal, 
as defined by the Commissioner, the 
foregoing recommendation does not 
apply. Instead, there properly applies 
the recommendation made by the 
Commissioner for retention of the 
Wheat Board in 1938-39 in the follow- 
ing words: (page 194) 


“For all these reasons. (and 
notwifistanding the adverse con- 
siderations to which I have re- 
ferred in relation to government 
Boards) I do not feel that I can 
suggest the immediate dissolu- 
tion of the Canadian Wheat 
Board. There is a strong possi- 
bility that conditions may de- 
velop which will require a meas- 
ure of assistance in the market- 
ing of the coming crop, and I 
do not know, of course, how long 
these conditions may continue 
after the final chapter of this 
report is written. In the mean- 
time I can think of ‘nothing 
better to suggest than that the 
Board be maintained to meet 
any situation which may arise.”’ 


Just as Necessary Now 


‘Conditions which were seen as a 
“strong possibility” in May, 1938, when 
the report was signed, did develop and 
amply justified the continuance of the 
Wheat Board and the guaranteed 
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st Be Maintained! 


minimum price. The continuance of 
such conditions makes price protection 
as necessary now as when the report 
was signed, or when the minimum 
price basis of 80 cents was set. 


The Board of United Grain Growers 
Limited welcomes the announcement 
of Government intention to introdace | 
legislation dealing with emergencies 
and intended to encourage home bu:!d- 
ing and maintenance. — It is entirely 
ed that_ the cs orm ry of the 

Oomiaion Government for the setile- 
ment of Western Canada should be 
recognized by such assistance w)yen 
crop failures result from drought or 
other natural causes. 


But this Board protests against 
the cost being transferred to 
farmers who do produce, and 
thereby add to the wealth of the 
country, by removing from them 
the price protection they have 
previously been accorded. 


Further, this Board, representing 
the farmers’ institution which was 
responsible for the introduction of 
the pooling idea into Western Canada, 
welcomes the announcement of ‘he 
intention of the Government to pro- 
mote co-operative marketing. It 
points out, however, that pool selling 
of farm products at disastrously low 
prices offers no relief from the effect 
of such prices. 


This Board further points out that 
the cost to the Dominion Treasury of 
operating the Wheat Board for the 
crop, of 1935-36 was very largely 
offset by the profits finally realized 
on the stabilization operations which. 
were wound up by the Board. Exeept 
for the current year the cost to the 
Dominion Treasury of steps taken 
for wheat price assistance has been 
insignificant in relation to the wealth 
which has been produced for all 
enede by the wheat industry of the 

est. 


Small Fraction of Farmers’ Burden 


And the cost of operation of the 
Wheat Board for the current year 
estimated at $48,000,000.00 is but 
a small fraction of the burden which 
has been borne by Western Agriculture 
in increased cost of production due to 
the tariff, and the huge loss sustained 
by» farmers because of a currency 
policy, which for a long period allowed 
sterling to be at a tremendous discount 
as compared to the Canadian dollar. 

‘Desirable as it may appear in the 
interests of the Dominion of Canada 
to have a larger number of families 


established on the land, this Board 


protests against any theory that the 
welfare of farmers now so established 
under conditions which do not yield 
a proper standard of living, ean be 
improved by increasing the numaber 
of farmers among whom an inadequate 
agricultural income is to be divided. 


Need for Intensive Promotional Work 


Once again this Board stresses the 
need for intensive promotional work 
to enlarge the markets for Canadian 
wheat. It calls attention to the repre- 
sentations presented by this Cormmpany 
to the Royal Grain Inquiry Commis- 
sion and to the endorgation of the 
Commission of the idea of establishing 
a Canadian Wheat Institute to earry 
on such work, (page 191 of the Com- 
mission report). 


Realizing the vital importance of a 
reasonable wheat price level not onl 
to the individual farmer but to all 
those with interests of any kind in 
Western Canada, this Board appeals 
to all such interests for support of the 
endeavor to maintain a guarariteed 
price at least for another year, and 
until the development of world political 
conditions makes it clearer what may 
lie ahead with respect to thexinter- 
national’ wheat —situation, the 
extent to which there can be main- 
tained Canada’s great enterprise of 
growing wheat for export.

Small Investment 


Investor: So far-as I know I think 
the company about which you en- 
quire is safe and reliable for a small 
investment. If the amount involved 
is fairly substantial I think there are 


_ better forms of investment. 


Letters Probate 


~“BIsfr” If the value of the estate is 
less-than-$400 the-clerk—‘of the court 
will prepare the necessary papers 
without charge, but the applicant will 
have to pay the regular: court fees for 
letters probate. 
$400 in value then application for 
letters probate must be made through 
a solicitor accompanied by the neces- 
sary affidavits required by the rules 
of court and the Succession Duty 
Act. The fees and disbursements vary 
according to the value of ‘the estate. 
I cannot give you further information 
without knowing more about the value 
of the property of the deceased. 


Can Present Case Yourself 


M.L: It is not necessary for an 
applicant under the Farmers’ Creditors 
Arrangement Act to be represented by 
a solicitor. As your case is compara- 
tively simple you should have no dif- 
ficulty in presenting it yourself. 

Bukiias ms 
Seizure Made Lien Note 


Inquirer: If the lien note is dated 
after the Ist of July, 1936, the com- 
pany can seize the implement without 
the consent of the Debt Adjustment 
Board. It can only remove and sell 
the machine, however, with the con- 
sent of the court. The Debt: Adjust- 
ment Act only applies to debts in- 
curred prior to July Ist, 1936. 


Wife’s Rights Under Dower Act 


A.B.C; A second wife has the same 
interest as a first wife in her husband’s 
a alc that is the rights under the 

ower Act. The Dower Act gives the 
wife a life interest in the home quarter 
section and in such farm machinery 
and livestock as is covered by the 
Exemptions Act. The husband cannot 
transfer or mortgage the home quarter 
without the wife’s consent. A husband 
has no legal right in the separate 
property of the wife at the time of 
marriage whether first or second wife. 


Problem of Lease 


E.P.P.—Your enquiry raises some 
very difficult legal questions involving 
the consideration of more facts than 
stated in your letter. I can only advise 
as follows: 

(1) The six months’ notice is 
probably sufficient to force A to give 
up land unless protected by the Debt 
Adjustment Act. 

(2) If Ais not forced from the land, 
C can probably sue the Executrix of 
B’s estate for damages for non-ful- 
fillment of the new lease. 

(3) An alleged verbal agreement 
made by B before his death with A 
would probably not be enforceable. 

(4) An agreement with respect to 
land comes under the Statute of 
Frauds which cannot be adequately 
explained in the space provided b 
this column. As stated in No.3 
do not think any purely verbal agree- 
ment respecting land could be enforced 
against the Executrix of an Estate. 


Land Taken for Road 

G.8.—I think you are entitled to be 
paid for the four acres taken for the 
road. You shouldapply or have some- 
one apply for you to the Minister of 
Municipal Affairs to direct an arbi- 
tration if necessary to determine the 
fair value of the land taken.

would be in the nature of a production 


cost guarantee. This with the acreage 
bonus in “emergency” years would 
seem to sim at the maintenance of a 
subsistence level in bad years, and 
would serve as an irreducible minimum 
of return. 

The story’ current that ultimately 
the ‘“‘initial payment?—will apply to 


other agricultural products and to - 


fisheries as well, would seem to be 
predicated on a wide extension of the 
co-operative marketing system in the 
whole field of primary production. 
It is to be noted in this connection that 
a cardinal feature of the Government 
policy is the encouragement of co- 
operative marketing organizations; but 
until the primary industries have a 
marketing organization organized in 
a way to carry the “initial payment” 
system it is difficult to see how it 
can be introduced. 


Prairie Delegation 


Up to the present, it is stated, the 
Government’s_ grain bills are not 
completed. This week a delegation 
headed by Premier Bracken of Mani- 
toba are visiting Ottawa to present 
the viewpoint of the prairie farmer 
on the proposed legislation. The 
representations of this delegation will 
be heard before the bills are put in 
final shape. 

Members of Parliament representing 
farming communities in different parts 
of Canada have been urging the need 


_ of Government assistance in market- 


ing dairy products, fruits, vegetables, 
etc. These views are said to be “re- 
ceiving the attention of the Govern- 
ment, but the bonus principle is said 


not to be in favor in Government 
circles. 


Debate on Trade Treaty 


The resolution asking for Parlia- 
mentary approval of the trade treaty 
with the United States has been the 
subject of an extended debate in the 
House of Commons. A great many 
arguments both for and against. the 
treaty have been advanced. The idea 
that the tripartite agreement of Can- 
ada, United States and Great Britain 
was a forward step in “economic dis- 
armament” and might serve as a 
factor in promoting the cause of peace 
was challenged by the Conservative 
opposition. The producers of all 
Provinces would gain wider markets, 
treaty supporters claimed, while op- 
position members said the “ 
pete for concessions in the United 

tates markets at the expense of 
British preferential rates was too high. 

Mr. Coldwell, C.C.F: member from 
Rosetown-Biggar, said he supported 
the treaty. “I believe,” he said, 
“treaties of this description are to be 
welcomed at the present time because 
they tend to bring about better inter- 
national relations.” The treaty did 
not offer any immediate relief from the 
pressure of domestic problems. There 
was some advantage in the wheat 
preference, Mr. Coldwell said, and 
this was relinquished without compen- 
sating advantages. 
papers in the United States had been 
greatly pleased at the cancellation of 
the six cents a bushel preference.

There can be no doubt whatever 
that the farm people are of one mind 
~ upon this question. The point is that 
the Government at Ottawa must-~be 
advised of their views. 

The United Farmers of Alberta.and 
the farmers’ commercial organizations, 
with the backing of boards of trade 
and, we are satisfied, ofan overwhelm- 
ing majority of Western Canadian in- 
terests and individuals, are at one in 
the fight for the continuance of these 
_ safeguards of the wheat industry. These 
representative bodies have been and 
are exerting every possible effort to 
save the Board and the pegged price. 

But, as a statement of Hon. J. G. 
Gardiner in the House of Commons 
reported elsewhere makes clear, the 
Government also gauges the strength 
of public opinion by the volume of 
communications it may receive from 
individual producers. It is of the ut- 
most importance, therefore, that farm- 
ers throughout the West should take 
individual action. te 

It is for this reason that on the front 
page of this issue we have printed a 
brief draft letter to the Minister of 
Agriculture, as a suggestion to our 
readers. We would urge also that 
farmers who see the seriousness of this 
matter should not rest content with 
the sending of their own letters to 
Ottawa, but should canvass their neigh- 
bors as well. The draft letter we have 
printed is merely a suggestion. The 
form doesn’t matter. What is im- 
portant, is that the request should 
be made. 

We make one other request. The 
Western Farm Leader would like to 
know as far as possible how many in- 
dividual letters to Ottawa have been 
sent or may be sent. If, when wiring or 
writing Ottawa, readers will be-so 
good as to mail us a one-cent postcard, 
announcing what they have done; such 
action will be of great assistance.

A FARMERS’ FRONT 


In these days when talk of “fronts’’ 
of one kind and another, to attain 


political or economie objectives is in 


the air, would it not be well to form 
on the economic field’ a ‘Farmers’ 
Front’’? : 

The basis for such a front is being 
laid in the campaign ‘now being carried 
on throughout the West for the re- 


_ tention of the Wheat Board and the 


80 cent minimum price for wheat. 
In this case it is, of course, much more 
than a farmers’ front. Liberals and 
Social Crediters and Conservatives, 
members of the Co-operative Com- 
monwealth Federation and of the Unity 
Council, have joined forces on the in- 
vitation of the U.F.A. in carrying on 
the campaign. Boards of trade and 
other urban organizations, have shown 
their interest. : 


Never have the people of Western 
Canada of all classes and of all polit- 
ical beliefs shown such a degree of 
unity as was manifest in the Wheat 
Board campaign last summer and is 
being manifest again in the new cam- 
paign which it has been necessary to 
undertake this month. 


But it would have been impossible 
for the farm people to take part 
effectively in either of these cam- 
paigns had they not possessed their 
own farm organization. Their ability 
to co-operate with other groups of 
interests is dependent upon their being 
organized as a group themselves. 

There are signs that the need for 
a ‘Farmers’ Front’? in which (on 
purely economic questions relating to 
the farming industry) the farmers can 
make all their forces effective is being 
increasingly realized. The United 
Farmers of Alberta, today a non- 
political organization, is taking a lead- 
ing part in the effort to build up a 
common front representative of the 
primary industry, and we would urge 
every farmer and farm woman to 
assist in the effort. ._

which is neither possible nor desirable, 
national government, etc. 

This vision of a one-party (or rather 
one capitalist party) government, to- 
gether with the emphasis on Leader- 
ship rather than policy,.is the danger- 
ous aspect of this proposal.. There 
is much truth in Mr. McCullagh’s 
accusations of ineffectiveness and pat- 
ronage, but all this follow-my-leader- 
ship ballyhoo will not get us any- 
where. ‘The Leadership League, we 
predict, will either be a damp squib 
ora danger to the community.. 

There is no fee, but there is clearly 
much money. An organization must 
be judged by the interests that stand 
behind it, by the definiteness of its 
program, by the democratic nature 
of its activities. We do not doubt Mr. © 
McCullagh’s devotion to his idea of 
democracy. But we doubt if it is 
ours or that of our readers.

MARKETING PROBLEM 


Treasurer Shows Larger Crop in 
1938 Brought Lower Revenue 
to Producers 


By PAUL MAARTEN 
(Special to The Western Farm Leader) 


EDMONTON, Mar. Ist. — No new 
taxes are forecast in the budget which 
the Provincial Treasurer (Hon. Solon 
Low) brought down in the Assembly 
Monday afternoon. It is Mr. Low’s 
third budget. 

However, the budget indicates the 
intention to raise $50,000 more by 
income tax but without stating how 
this is to be applied. It also forecasts 
the raising of another $50,000 from 
the operations of the marketing board, 
legislation respecting which is. still 
to be brought down. 

Budget estimates for a deficit of 
$1,151,107.84 for the fiscal year ending 
March 3lst, 1940, less than the present 
Pea year’s estimated deficit by $416,- 

65. 

“Tt would have afforded me a great 
deal of satisfaction,’ the Minister 
told the House, ‘“‘to have tabled a 
balanced budget. But I feel that in 
showing a reduction of the estimated 
deficit of $416,465 we have made sub- 
stantial progress towards establishing 
an equilibrium between revenue and 
expenditure.”’ 


he Minister emphasized again the 


importance of refunding debt “on an 
equitable basis’’—at lower rates in 
this and other Provinces. The policy 
of paying interest at the rate to which 
it was cut (one-half) in 1936 will be 
continued in this Province. . 

“In continuing this policy,’”’ he 
said, ‘‘we have avoided increasing 
the public debt of this Province for 
expenditures such as unemployment 
relief and essential services it’ is* im- 
possible to meet from our restricted 
sources of revenue.” } 

Budgetary requirements are the 
highest on record for this Province, 


‘but it is pointed out that against the 


$5,580,000 instalment ,to. be received 
on account of purchase of the Northern 
railways there is a corresponding pay- 
ment out (already hypothecated to 
the bank) toward the reduction of the 
public debt. 


Marketing Problem 


Urgency of studying the farm mar- 
keting problem was emphasized. Mr. 
Low drew attention to noteworthy 
steps in this direction initiated by 
Hon. John Bracken, Premier of Mani- 
toba, through the setting up of a 
committee for this purpose. 


Larger Crop—-Less Revenue 


Agricultural figures which Mr. Low 
quoted at that time showed that 
acreage seeded to wheat last year 
(7,969,000 acres) yielded. 17.9 bushels 
to the acre as against 9.7 bushels the

Alberta Budget 


‘Successful Year in 


Sugar Beet Industry 
Shown by Statistics 


Lower Acreage but Better Yields— 
Problem Essentially One of 
Marketing 


EDMONTON, Mar. Ist. — A suc- 
cessful year in sugar beets was told 
in a budget brought down in the 
Assembly last Monday by the Pro- 
vincial Treasurer (Mr. Low). 

The acreage showed a_  6500-acre 
decréase, but improved experience 
and better cultural methods have 
brought the yield per acre up from 
11.53 to 12.74 tons and the estimated 
«total yield will reach 251,000. 

Here again the important problem 
is marketing, the Minister comments, 
“and it is a that expansion in the 
industry will be no faster than the 
establishment of markets for the pro- 
duct.” 

By-products have contributed sub- 
stantially to an important stock feed- 
ing and finishing activity that is 
yielding good returns to the feeders 
and helping to stabilize the beef and 
mutton market.

Lower Vote for S. C. Board 

EDMONTON, Mar. Ist. — Dim- 
inshing requirements of the administra- 
tion of the Social Credit Realization 
Act are reflected in estimates tabled 
in the Assembly last Monday when the 
total appropriation for the fiscal year 
ending March 3lst, 1940, is only 
$52,150 as compared with $100,000 
for the current fiscal year. 


The Social Credit Board’s appro- | 


priation is cut from this fiscal year’s 
$59,750 ‘to $25,800 and the public 
relations branch is down from $40,250 
to $26,350. 

Other items of the Board’s appro- 
priation cut for the coming fiscal 
year include allowances reduced from 
$11,100 to 8,000; ‘‘fees and commis- 
sion” from $6,000 to $1,000 and 
travelling expenses from $15,000 to 
$4,500. The $15,000 item for adver- 
tising is replaced by one of $12,000 
for “information services.’’ 


Treasury Branches 

EDMONTON, Mar. Ist. — Treas- 
ury branches are allotted $239,500 
in estimates for the fiscal year1939-40, 
tabled in the Assembly last Monday. 

Of this sum $38,000 is for depositors’ 
bonuses, $140,550 for salaries and 
$98,950 for expenses. (The “bonus”’) 
referred to is the 3 per cent paid on 
purchase of which one-third are made- 
in Alberta merchandise.) 

This estimate contemplates 30 treas- 
ury branches in operation by the end 
of March, 1940, of which fourteen have 
already been set up.

EDMONTON, Mar. Ist. — Not- 
withstanding proration, production of 
etroleum in Alberta totalled 6,742,039 
eit valued at $8,638,926—an in- 
crease of over 3,900,000 barrels or 
$3,724,966 more than in the calendar 
year 1937, it is disclosed in the Pro- 
vincial Treasurer’s (Mr. Low’s) budget 
speech of last Monday. 

During the period, 39 wells. were 
completed in Turner Valley.

In our last issue we published in part*the report..of an address 
given at Botha by General Manager Johnstone of the Central Alberta 
Dairy Pool to members and friends of the Pool. The report, which deals 
with the affairs of the Poolin afrank and business like manner which will be 
appreciated by all who are concerned in the success of this important 
farmers’ co-operative undertaking, is completed below. For this re- 
port we are indebted to Mr. W. A. Ward of Botha, whose name was 
incorrectly given in our last issue. 


Discussing the business of the 


Condensery at Red Deer, Mr. Johnstone continued: 


In the Evaporated Milk business 
there are quite a number of old, well- 
established companies whose products 
were already on the market. For in- 
stance, there is the Nestles Company, 
the Carnation Company, the Borden 
Company, and, at the Pacific coast, 
there is a co-operative concern evap- 
orating milk. The latter, having. their 


any losses at all;” but you must re- 
member that you do not*operate any 
business continually without taking 
reverses at some time or other. 

Now, one thing more about your 
Condensery. We have reason to be- 
lieve that the Condensery losses, by

It is true, of course, that milk can 
be evaporated at less cost than the 
found possible at the beginning, suc 
improvements made possible with time 
and-more eXperience; but, after such 
excessive costs were eliminated, they 
still had another large item; the seHing 
of the product. 


Usual In Any New Business 

This, I believe, sums up the cause 
why your Condensery showed some 
losses at the outset. However, we 
must not forget that showing losses is 
the usual thing in any business when 
it is getting started. When you com- 
mence any business, unless you have an 
extensive market ready at hand, you 
can quite reasonably expect some time 
to pass during which you can write 
some red, figures; and then, as your 
operation’ goes on and you develop 
markets, you can expect a reasonable 
degree of profit. All large operating 
companies prepare to do a large volume 
of business with a small margin of 
profit, so that any company that is 


in October and one week in November 
will not recur for some time. You 
will readily understand that, when a 
building was set up for one function 
and then changed to another, that for 


a time it might be difficult to operate - 


profitably unless there were other 
very favorable features. The Conden- 
sery did operate as well as could be 
expected under the circumstances. 
We feel now, subject.to our anticipa- 
tions being incorrect, that from the 
resent on the prospects are much 
righter. Should that not be the case, 
and we find in, a short time that loss 
is still occurring, I promise you that 
something will be done. 

Had I been asked the question be- 
fore I came to your Organization, 
whether the whole Red Deer project 
should be cropped, my answer would 
have been: “I would close it up and 
keep it closed,”’ but at the present time, 
I am not sure that that step would 
have been the right one: It is possibly 
too soon to say that it would not have

I do not know, and it might be neces- 
sary in the future, to make a utility 
plant of Acme.

a lot of manufactured goods on the 
floor of your building which had been 
placed there at a high cost, and, as 
we were selling it at a loss, the results 
of the year’s operations could not help 
but be disappointing; the greater the 
volume of business in that case, the 
greater the loss. However, at one time, 
that same statement was and is true 
of many other businesses. 


Now in Different Position 

We are in a little different position 
from that today, for the accumulated 
stocks have all been sold; in fact, if 
we add up all the orders we have on 
hand for milk, we would find we are 
a little oversold, and from now on, 
there is a very good chance that your 
Condensery can begin to operate at 
a profit. Possibly, I could go a little 
further than that, though I hesitate to 
do so because my own anticipations 
may be wrong, and I do not want to 
leave any statement with you to which 
we might have to come back later and 
say: ‘‘We did not have things summed 
up properly.” 
owever, we have made consider- 
able progress in securing markets for 
our Milk, and most likely by March 
or April Ist, 1939, we can tell you 
very definitely just what can be ex- 
pected from the Condensery. We 
can assure you of this, that the losses 
that have been incurred in the past 
will be eliminated almost immediately, 
or will! be but very small. You may 
say: “Well, but you should not have 


On the other hand, low butterfat 
prices and future prospects for im- 
provement, those facts do indicate 
that we should do either of two things: 

(1) Improve our herds. 

(2) Curtail our production. 

As this second alternative is not 
likely to be followed, perhaps we should 
consider the other, that is, “improve 
our herds”; and with fewer and better 
cows, have the same profit for your- 
selves, even if prices remain somewhat 
lower. 

Now, I trust you will not think I am 
telling you how to run your business, 
but I was formerly a farmer with a herd 
of cows, and I had, as a farmer, studied 
and read much on the subject of 
‘dairying’. At one time, I read an 
article written by a certain man giv- 
ing his experience, of how he began 
doing some figuring, and then doing 
some cow testing and weeding out 
his poor milkers. 

ell! I took up this man’s idea, and 
began testing my cows and weeding 
them out, and shortly came to the 
same conclusion as this other man 
had, that “he had been, for some years, 
payin certain of his cows for the ‘privi- 
ege of milking them, instead of the cows 
paying him for the labor and feed in- 
volved,” or, in general terms, ‘‘Does 
the cow pay the milker, or the milker 
pay the cow?” :

U.F.A. Wires Ottawa 


The U.F.A. Executive on February 
23rd wired Hon. J. G. Gardiner as 
follows: 

“*Special meeting U.F.A. Executive 
dealing with suggested change Gov- 
ernment wheat marketing policy your 
‘recent address. “Undoubtedly grave 
difficulties in dual problem agricul- 
tural relief and national marketing 
policy, Strongly urge separation 
these two aspects in any new policy 
and that for coming crop year wheat 
board and minimum price eighty 
cents be maintained. Adequate Gov- 
ernment support great Canadian 
wheat industry essential to measure 
of economic stability.” 


At the same time a wire along sim- 
ilar lines was sent to Prime Minister 
King. 

Mr. Gardiner replied as follows: 

‘‘Believe difficulties of present 

Western position covered by proposed 

legislation so“far as they can be so 

dealt with. Coming crop year specially 
provided for.” 


There ends the correspondence be- 
tween the U.F.A. and the Government 
for the time being. In the meantime 
in meetings throughout the country 
organized by the U.F.A. in co-opera- 
tion with other farmer bodies, the case 
for retention of the Board and the 
pegged price of 80 cents is being pre- 
sented, and resolutions are being for- 
warded to Ottawa. 


In Other Provinces 


The Manitoba Legislature stressed 
the urgency of the adoption of this 
policy at a special sitting, endorsing 
the stand of the Bracken committee. 
That committee made the two specific 
recommendations in regard to the 
W “hoard and pegged price of 80 
cents which we. have embodied in the 
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The Bracken resolution continued: 
“The committee, while it believes 
that the wheat industry by reason of 
its very nature and of the position 
which it occupies in the national 
economy,frequires specialized considera- 


D. tion, is also aware of the difference 


between the problem of _ protection 
for the wheat industry, the problem 
of that limited class of farmers who 
grow coarse grains for sale, and the 
problem of those farmers who by reason 
of drougit or other calamity suffer a 
total or partial crop failure. 

“In view-of what may evolve as 
the particular needs of the two last 
named classes, the committee submits 
to the Government for consideration, 
the extension to these classes of some 
system of reasonable assistance and 
in particular asks the Government to 
consider some, subsidiary assistance 
by way of a crop insurance plan or 
some other method to secure all farm- 
ers an improved minimum maintenance 
income. To that end the committee 
will be p¥épared to assist the Govern- 
ment in the consideration and the 
formulation of any such subsidiary 
scheme or of an adequate long term 
plan.” : 

Contacts Other Provinces 

While mobilizing opinion in Alberta, 
the U F.A. Executive, through Nor- 
man F. Priestley, Vice-President, has 
contacted Manitoba and | Saskat- 
chewan farm organizations. So the 
various farm bodies throughout the 
prairies are acting in concert. 

The Saskatchewan Legislature soon 
after the announcement of policy 
came from Ottawa, passed a resolu- 
tion urging a guaranteed price for 
wheat and the continuance of the 
Wheat Board ‘‘under a more equitable 
method of assistance.” C.C.F. 
motion advocating a fixed minimum 
of 80. cents and a board and inaugura- 
tion of acreage bonus in case of crop 
failure was defeated. 

Broadcasting on Wednesday, Mr. 
Priestley surveyed the progrees being 
made in the campaign. He urged every 
farmer to send a personal letter by 
air mail to Ottawa. Pointing out that 
many groups have done so, he quoted 
the statement of Hon. J. G. Gardiner 
(given on our front page), in which 
the Minister stated that he could not 
recall receiving any individual letter 
advocating a continuance of the policy 
followed last year. ‘‘Have you done 
anything,” he asked, “to let Ottawa 
know what the West wants and needs? 
Use the air mail today.” 

John I. McFarland, broadcasting 
Wednesday, gave the farmers the ad- 
vantage of his intimate knowledge of 
the wheat marketing problem, and 
made important suggestions for a 
long range handling of the. wheat 
problem.

vince as a whole, or perhaps a little 
better, and there is no question but 
that Bowden can\be quite a profitable 
unit for the CENTRAL ALBERTA 


As for the mother plant at Alix, 
though production there shows some 
increase, that increase is not quite 
up to the average increase of the 
Province as a whole, though it corre- 
vtec well with the average increase 
throughout Central Alberta; which 
is somewhat under the average in- 
crease of the. Northern Alberta dis- 
tricts. Your Aix production, notwith- 
standing that fact, is still in a healthy 
condition.~ True, you have an old plant 
there, but it is still a serviceable plant, 
and you have excellent storage rooms. 

During the last year you have, to 
some extent, changed the working 
parts of the plant, a new boiler was 
installed, two new churns were put in, 
and then, about three years ago, the 
buttermilk powder machine was _ in- 
stalled. Besides this, certain repairing

it more serviceable. 
Prospects now are entirely depend- 
ent on the volume of ‘production, for

month since July. I would not be 
surprised at all if it did not make 
any money during January and Feb- 
ruary. (This would be only ordinary 
in any operation where the plant is 
not working at least above 50 per cent 
of normal capacity). Taking it al- 
together, I believe you have a very 
good plant-at Alix with equally good 
prospects ahead. 


Quality Unsurpassed 


/Another feature you are interested 
in is the quality of butter being 
manufactured at Alix, and I can assure 
you that the quality is unsurpassed, 
and it is being well received in all 
markets. At the present time it is being 
marketed chiefly at the Coast to 
advantage. I feel that your butter is 
getting the top of the market, even 
sometimes a slight premium. | Besides 
these sales on the open market, you 
are supplying one-half million pounds 
of butter to the local trade at eee 

in 


all, I think that while you still have an 
old plant, you have a good plant, 
where at the present time you are 
turning out a good product. We should 
be able to operate quite efficiently 
during 1939 if we are able to get the 
cream in the volume it is capable of 
handling. 


Cost of Carrying to Creamery 


You may be interested to know this, 
that the cost of carrying butterfat 
to the Creamery nearly equals the 
cost of manufacturing. If, in 1939 
we can increase our membership an 
support, and couple with that a re- 
duction of even one-half cent a pound 
in cost of collection, I am sure that 
will go right into your profits. 

The only thing you need at Alix 
to make your equipment complete, is 
a stand-by boiler. In the earlier days 
they had two or three small boilers 
which were under capacity and finally 
became worn out. In 1937 you replaced 
these with a large boiler giving plenty 
of power, but some day, some accident 
may happen to it and then we would be 
in a bad way without a stand-by 
boiler to fall back upon. 

Now, I do not know what else I 
I can tell you. I do not suppose. I 
am expected to be a public relations 
exponent, because I believe the mem- 
bership are quite capable of doing 
that. I have been turning over in 
my mind this question: ‘Does co- 
operation pay?” and I have answered 
that question to my own satisfaction, 
having been first in co-operative work 
then in the private business field, and 
now back into co-operation. Having 
been for several years connected: with 
private business, and having seen how 
efficient and yet now mercenary it is, 
I would say that co-operation does pay.

because business of every nature is 
at times bound to meet with reverses. 
You know, I have a few shares in a’ 
private compan® that has not paid 
any dividends since 1930. Now, if 
that institution had been a co-operative 
one, no doubt I would have said that 
co-operation was no good. You must 
take the average over a pé@riod of 
years if you would be fair to estimate 
the good that has-been accomplished. 
Take your. own business, for ex- 
ample; you have paid back to your 
members in dividends over.and above 
the initial price of your cream, the 
sum of one hundred and ninety 
thousand dollars, and have physical 
assets besides of over two hundred and 
0, 


lean years, you should not be dis- 
couraged, and I am sure you are not. 
One other thing I should mention. 
There has been a lot of talk about the 
price we are paying for cream. Some 
of our competitors pay an_ initial 
rice of 17, 15 and 12 cents a pound 
utterfat delivered on platform, while 
our price is 16, 14 and 11 cents, so 
many people feel that: the Central 
Alberta Dairy Pool is_ withholding 
one cent a pound which should, at 
least, go.into profits and dividends. 
That is not the case,however, because, 
while the Central Alberta Dairy. Pool 
deducts only one cent a pound butter- 


fat for delivery charges, those com- 


petitors deduct two cents a pound, 
making the net price for all cream not

delivered on platform the same in 

both cases, 

The question we must decide in 
the near future is whether ‘we shall 
follow the same policy and prices as 
other Creamery interests. It is a 
large subject, and, as this Organiza- 
tion is a Pool, one of whose aims is to 
pay as nearly as possible the same to 
every shipper near or far, any surplus 
will then be distributed evenly among 
all. By paying the same, it would at 
least avoid the appearance of being 
unfair to any of our membership. 

Inasmuch as the present scale of 
prices was set sometime before I 
joined’ your Organization, no action 
towards a change has been seriously 
considered as yet. I may say that 
another well established dairy pool 
works on a different system. They pay 
one cent under the price we have been 
paying, but I am led to believe, intend 
to pay one cent cash in dividends and 
one cent participation to their members, 
and this you see, works out exactly 
the same net price as we have been 

aving. No doubt, in the end your 

ool will be able to do as well for its 
members as other similarly organized 
Pools. 

My talk has covered a fair territory 
and I hope it was not too disjointea

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| World Wheat Situation | 


A deadly dullness pervades inter- 
national trade in wheat and price 
Fag on the great exchanges vary 
but slightly. The price is so low that 
exporting countries cannot visualize 
its dropping any further, and supplies 
are so large that importers are con- 
vinced that there is no prospect of any 
substantial increases. 

The condition of the winter wheat 
in the northern hemisphere is the most 
important factor*in the wheat situa- 
tion at the present time. The acreage 
under winter wheat in ten important 
countries is 118,225,000, a decrease 
of 8,565,000-from the previous year. 
This decrease was brought about 
largely by smaller sowings in the 
United States winter wheat area 
where the cut is over 18 per cent. In 
Europe an acreage increase of about 
600,000 acres has been effected. 

There has been serious damage to 
winter wheat in Europe, and _ par- 
ticularly in northwestern Europe. 
France and Belgium report extensive 
winter killing and re-seeding to spring 
wheat on a large scale will be neces- 
sary. The Canadian Bureau of Statis- 
tics reports that 75 per cent of the 
Belgium winter wheat area, 28 per 
cent of the French winter wheat area, 


_ and parts of the German area on the 


northwest were severely damaged. 


In United States 


Conditions in the United States are 
difficult to determine. The crop was 
sown under excessively dry conditions 
and made little progress during the 
early part of the winter. Latterly 
widespread moisture was_ received. 
The consensus of opinion of observers 
is that the crop will total about half 
a billion busheJs. Ideal weather con- 
ditions from now until harvest could, 
however, increase that outturn sub- 
stantially. ? 

World trade has been jogging along 
at from 10 to 11 million bushels weekly. 
The anticipated total is 568 million 
bushels. Canada’s allotment in Broom- 
hall’s opinion is 145 million bushels.

Government Not Obliged

The proposal 
still has to run the gauntlet of a bill 
to implement the same—if one is’ 
brought down, which the Government 
is still not obliged to do.

The report contained two alterna- 
tive. recommendations; one based on 
a total membership of 63, as now, but 
redistributed by the “liquidation” of 
two South Alberta constitutencies 
and the creation of a corresponding 
number in North Alberta; and the 
other based on a memberéMip of 57.

Rations Meagre but Loyalist Spirit Unbroken 


Suffering severe privation caused by the policy of one-sided “‘non-inter- 
vention” sponsored by the German, Italian, British and French Governments, 
the army and people of Madrid and Valencia and the rest. of unconquered 
Loyalist territory, were preparing to fight on gallantly to the end when the 
decision of Britain and France to recognize Franco caused their Govern- 
ment to consider the possibility of surrender. Madrid’s bread and meat 
rations, cut to a minimum in recent weeks, would barely provide enough 
nourishment to keep a Canadian alive. Frozen meat has been doleu out to 
Madrid citizens at the rate of 1-3/4 ounces per person per day. The daily 
bread ration per -perens is 3-1/2 ounces, equal to two slices of the ordinary 
Canadian loaf. The tiny slice of meat held by the-Canadian girl above is 
‘equal toa day’s ration in Madrid and is compared to a pound of good Canadian 
steak. The two slices of bread are about an eighth the size of a Canadian loaf.
